In your bull«tin#26, comrade Jim Bennett: 
of Tucson, made onp. 2, a report of the world 
meeting of org >nized narchists ^tChateau-du- 
Loir (Fr nce)by the I'Alliance Ouvriere An- 
archiste(A OA) last July. 

We think that friend Bennett did not under¬ 
stand the sense of this meeting. The AOA isn't 
as Bennett said, mad$ up of a "small grouping 
in southern europe." It musters, on the con¬ 
trary, the greater part of french anarchists. 

The organization called Federation Anarchiste 
fr nc^ise, is not anarchist, it is bound to social- 
democrats , it is uniquely composed, in Paris, 
of several bourgeois "franc -macons"( ? trans ? ) 
and our AOA has no point in common with that 
organization. 

Jim Bennett forgot to mention Spanish parti¬ 
cipation at the meeting and the intervention of 
our comrade Fernando Ferrer; he pointed out 
nothing of the development of the AOA in Bel¬ 
gium. We feel it is necessary to make these ' 
corrections in detail. 

If for Jim Bennett, the meeting was the 
occasionfor somepeople coming together from 
distant points to sympathize together in front of 
some bottles of Cotes du Rhone and to sing tri- 
omphe de l' anarchie, we think ttu.t Bennett did 
notunderstandthediscussions very well. Per¬ 
haps language differences nd the difficulty of 
translation are the reason. Nevertheless we 
can affirm that the meeting of Chateau-du-Loir 
h .8 seen the birth of the Mouvement Anarchiste 
Mondial which has b > ses in the entire world nd 
we wish that Jim Bennett, and the whole of SRAF 
share their support and collaborate with us.

In the bulletin "Anarchist Agitators" #2.6 
(org «n of information &correspondence of 
our american comrades), friend Jim Bennett 
made certain errors of perception. Bennett 
misunderstood, along with some other com¬ 
rades, the value of our meeting at Chateau - 
du-Loir. From the point of view of ideology, 
we have developed the initial anti-authori¬ 
tarian revolt of St. Imier which verified to 
them the final goal of libertarian communism 
but which to us immobilizes anarchism. This 
is understood when the militant anarchist 
movement was born in the confusion of the 
International of London. 

At Chateau-du-Loir, we have given an - 
archismits true shape, its character of per¬ 
manent revolution, its truly vital essence 
for the "per ennite"(? trans ?) of its nihilist ' 
dynamism and anti-authoritarianism, in 
this way anarchism always is placed in the 
avant garde of all efforts by humans to free 
themselves. 

The presence at Chateau-du-Loir of 
japanese, Spanish, american, italian,belgian, 
and french comrade s, as well as some from 
countries of the East, etc. is of secondary 
importance, relatively, in the face of the 
ideological clearing up and of the clear de - 
finition of "Integral Anarchism" necessary 
to our epoch.

their problem is that such interchange is nei¬ 
ther automatic nor universal, but rather, it 
occurs almost solely in tit-for -tat exchanges, 
and, more importantly in specific cases.... jfl 

... surveys and studies are used to manipu- 
late(or try to manipulate )people.... both dome s - 
ticallyand abroad the govt has based program 
after program(counterinsurgency, pacification, 
etc)on such studies--and not... simply on the 
conclusions of such studies. In fact, the govt 
usually ignores the conslusions, and bases its 
conslusions on the factual content of the surveys 
and studies.. (One may )point to the use of brute 
force by the govt as proof that they are unable to 
effectively manipulate people, yet, if that is so, 
they why--since the problems are still unsolved 
--have we had so few "uprisings" like Watts in 
the last fewyears ? I submit that it is precisely 
because of all the studies nd surveys which,- 
following the major "riots", have allowed the 
govt to use more subtle means to temporarily 
pacifyurbanblacks. 

.... both we and the govt can at least poten¬ 
tially benefit from a detailed analysis of anar - 
chists. A questionnaire likeSRAF's is poten¬ 
tially useful both to anarchists and to goyt. I 
am very inter e sted pays elfin finding out more 
about SRAFeds.;-But, on several fronts, in se¬ 
veral aspects, we should be careful in formulat¬ 
ing the questions. Whore... the answer would be 
potentiaUy,'\useful" to govt--we should not ask 
the question.,, (we )should think, "ifa goyt was 
compiling ajdossier or interrogating an anar¬ 
chist, would this information be of any assis¬

.... My two main points, again: l)we 
ought not to help the govt by doing some - 
thing that might benefit the govt more than 
it doe s us; 2 )we ought not to underestimate 
the govt's strength, nor oyer -estimate our 
own. Finally, once more, I'm not ojipdsed 
to questionnaires, but to potentially harm¬ 
ful questions. Okay?....

-TheTast year has not been an especially 
good one foVmeYalsi've tried to help several 
organizations, but I was usually sort of left out 
of thfedecision making process and couldn't 
meet people I could relate well to. However > 
whathappens to me personally is not important 
and not what you wish to read. > 

One thing that Ihave not seen mentioned by 
anyone lately is the fact that amerika and a 
great part of the world--or more specifically 
the govts that exist--are being trustedbypeo- 
ple less than ever. 

The mail reason for this is that scarcity is 
replacing warias the big builder of patriotism. 
As the Vietnam war was dragged on by amerika 
for over 10 years the rulers of amerika saw that 
a very large number of people were no longer 
fooled by many(though not all)of their lies about 
the war that were circulated to build patriotism. 

The Watergate incident had people trusting 
"their" govtevenless. So the politicians and 
the big businessmen of amerika then hit on a 
new idea — scarcity. They figured that the prob - 
lems that created scarcities would cause peo¬ 
ple to look to govt for help since they have been 
conditioned to think they can't solve any prob¬ 
lem. Since the amer ikan govt is controlled by 
those that created the scarcities to increase 
profits this is like asking a fox to protect chick¬ 
ens. A large percentgge of the amerikanpeo- 
ple and millions of others who are being affected 
smell this hoax but after a few year s, as I ima¬ 
gine happened when wars were first used, they 
will look to "their" govt for answers and will 
accept them patriotically. As we know this will 
entail even further control by govts over an 
individual's life. 

The conclusion I've come to is that we need 
to setup collectives that will work to provide 
people's needs rather than create scarcity.

The, 1 think you 
will realize that rather thanbeing mired down in 
19th century thinking, anarchism wa s too far 
ahead of its time, and if it ever has a proper his¬ 
toric moment, that moment is somewhere in the 
future rather than in the pa st. Not that 19th cen¬ 
tury anarchism was exempt from serious weak¬ 
nesses, but theyare ofa different order thanare 
the matters discussed above. But then the irony 
would be that Bakunin, whose revolutionary ro¬ 
manticism was the focal point of that weakness, 
is the 19th century anarchist figure who has so 
much appeal to revolutionary romantics nowa - 
days. 

I see that I have put these critical remarks . 
rather severely. But as I re-read the Jim Bum- 
pa s statement more closely, I found myself get¬ 
ting indignant. Idon'tmeanto retract my initial 
words of appreciation. Withbestwishes,

Although my disagree - 
ment on some small points upsets red, I 
think WAP is one of the best, most down- 
to-earth groups around. Certainly their 
newsletter is more intimately related to 
daily life than anyone else's I've seen. One 
of the historic paradoxes of revolution is 
that most of the talking about it gets done ‘ 
by verymiddle-class types. WAP is 
working class. 

Now to two questions of my own. One 
has to do with another definition of "autho¬ 
rity" --someone who knows a whole lot about 
something. With the information explosion, 
it's probably the kind of authority that's been 
increasing most.’ It's real too. A good car¬ 
diologist or chemical engineer maybe the 
beneficiary of the social structure, but also 
is valuably skilled. How do we deaf with this 
indispensible sort of authority, which gives 
many small grups disproportionate power 
over society? 

Other question. Anarchismhas tradi¬ 
tionally been ho stile to "managers”. But 
administration is not only a legitimate, ne¬ 
cessary social and economic function, but 
with the growth of technology and population, 
has grown in necessity and importance. (I'm 
NOT talking about any specific "administra¬ 
tor", most of whom I completely agree are 
bogus.) So what about the individuals who 
are particularly talented at administration ? 
Wouldn'titbe foolish and wasteful for The 
Revolution to say, "Sorry, universal self- 
managemehthas made your abilities obso¬ 
lete."

Dear SRAFrietids, Okay, I grant that my sug¬ 
gestion #28 )that we stop discussing violence 
vs. non-idolance was made mainly for rhetori¬ 
cal purposes. Many people who advocate that 
anarchists plan on an ultimate violent revolu¬ 
tion tobring down the state write as if all we 
have to do is sowpamphlets and the anarchist 
troops will spring up out of the ground. I'm 
tired of this bloodyminded fantasizing, and I'd 
hoped that\nsi6ting on a simple, practical 
question like,‘"where are you going to get the ‘‘ r 
bodies from?" would be one waytoputa stop to 
it. Actually, I'dbe the lastperspn to suggest'*' 
seriously that we foreclose discussion on an^' 
issue. \ '** 

Anyway, the issue is not simply one of vio¬ 
lence or non-violence* nor is it just a question 
of revolutionary tactics,,, jl.'m not abeliever in 
non-violence as an absolute principle; I accept 
the necessity for people to use force on occa¬ 
sion to defend themselves. I reject both the 
ideas of terrorism ndmadsive armed revolu¬ 
tion. So I'm somewhere in between thoee who 
eschew violece of all kindsand those who insist 
thatWe can fre Yourselves onlybyforce.^ Also, 
what'dinvolv'ed is not just a question of revolu¬ 
tion, it's also the question of what degree of vio¬ 
lence anarchists would accept in an anarchist 
society. Here I would distinguish between in¬ 
vasive and defensive force. It seems to me that 
the only justification for the use of force, to an 
anarchist, can be to defend himself against 
force usedby an invader. 

But whereas violence is central to the state, 
it is peripheral to anarchism because anar - 
chism iiahti-state: Life, for statists, revolves 
around the question cf who has the biggest guns 
and the biggest battalions. A perfect example 
is the fact that most of the US federal budget is 
spent on the armed forces. The anarchistis a 
guy who simply wants to do his thing in peace 
without the intervention of the state, and his 


thing is something creative, constructive, 
life -enhancing. The anarchist wants to live 
in harmony with his fellow man. He takes up 
the gun, if at all, with the greatest reluctance, 
Und he is really uninterested in fighting; I sup¬ 
pose all those "he's" will excite people Who 
are perpetually looking for signs of sexism in 
language; I find the neologisms desighed to 
refer to both sexes to be strange and tdumsy; 
foyproae ie often strange and clumsy anyway, 
andlhave no wish to make it worse. ) 

Historically, it appears clear thatthe^„ 
state musthavebeenoriginatedbymenwho 
wanted to organize violence to protect them¬ 
selves andattack others. So, if you wantto 
get rid of the state, it means you want to get 
rid of or ganized violence. To talk about or - 
ganizing an army to do away with organized 
violence strikes me as the same sort of de¬ 
ception as, "Peace is our profession", "A war 
to end warS 1 , and "Make the world safe for 
democracy".

(SRAFprintnote: Mexicans do not consider 
themselves to be "norteamericanps",butI'm 
sure no SRA Fed objects to participation in SRAF 
by comrades whose local groups are not in the 
US or Canada. JB) 

Rick Smith signs himself "for anarchist re - 
volution", but an-zrchist revolution is not nation 
building, it is nation-state wrecking. "Seces¬ 
sion" ha s s ome validity if it can be unde r stood 
as an anti-political act, but becomes a worth¬ 
less bohemian stunt when interpreted in terms 
of nationalism. 

Our Goodfriend, Nora Koven, asks: "Shd we 
use public education as vehicle for reaching peo¬ 
ple we might otherwise not reach ?" I was scre¬ 
ened out of the education dept, at Roosevelt U. 
because Iwas considered too radical and non¬ 
conformist, eg, I wear bermuda shorts. There¬ 
fore I am not qualified to teach hi school. A tea¬ 
cher who threw open his english classes to me 
as a guest lecturer, did not want me to burn the 
flag, so the attack on patriotism was blunted. A 
teacher atHydeParkHi did not have me to addres 


a filosofy group because I don't wear a tie. 
Iwas stopped in the middle of a talk to a stu¬ 
dent group at HighlandPark Hi because I was 
using the poetry of fuck-letter words. If you 
are an an-archist NGK, can you get into a pub - 
lie school ? And if you are doing a bang -up 
job for an-archism, how long can you stay? 
Any school thatturns in names to selective 
service shd be subject to sabotage like any 
draft board. And if you want to reach people 
with an-archism, how do you explain with¬ 
holding tax on your teacher 1 s pay? Do you 
teach by example as well? You got me to 
thinking, NGK, that burning down schools 
may not be such a bad idea after all. 

From Copeland 1 s review of the Free 
Socialist, it wd appear that those libertarians 
are more into violence than into an-archism 
since they support the liberation front in SE j 
Asia. And Tyrone is so hung up on traditional 
(eg, 19th century)revolutionary violence that 
he has no answer s(or only frightening answer^ 
to questions regarding the obtention and de - j 
ployment of hydrogen bombs. 

T. Scherbenko writes: "When confronted 
physically by the bourgeoisie( ?), the working 
class, the anarchists included, must respond 
physically!" While TS is busy confronting the 
bourgeoisie( ? ) with valor, the m-1 gang will 
be bus y confronting the back of his head with 
M-1 or M-21. Where have the flowers gone ? 
As for confronting the bourgeoisie: one Bill 
Ryan went to Spain to kill fascists and found 
himself machine -gunning teen-age draftees. 
He quit in the middle of the war, and after doing 
ww2 in Sandstone, he told me about it when he 
came to edit the Industrial Worker. TSalso 
writes: "... this pacifist philosophy will keep 
these anarchists fromfighting( ? ) when the 
battle starts --(? )&I guarantee you, as soon as 
the going gets hot, the upper class is going to 
start fighting(like they did in Spain? ) 
Pacifists don't wait until the battle starts: they 
are refusing the draft, refusing taxes, ie, tear • 
ing down the state NOW(in other words, disarn 
ing the upper class who TS expects to start the 
fighting). Viblentists leave the initiative to th« 
ruling class: is it any wonder they always lose 
Nonviolences more aggressive, andlike Thor • 
«6au, clings with its whole weight. On a day to 
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day basis, violent "revolutionaries" are cling¬ 
ing to the system and therefore contradicting 
and cancelling out the movement of pacifists to 
smash the system. Vilent "revolutiona.ri.es" 
are objectively counterrevolutionary on a day 
to day basis. (Of course, do-nothing "pacifists" 
are the same^s viblent "revolutionaries" in 
this respect). 

MacLeodhas an interesting notion where he 
defines "middle class" to mean "the enemies of 
anarchy". By this measure, Russia, China, E. 
Germanyare the most middle class countries in 
the world. Considering the special malice they 
wreak on an-archists, we might say that they 
are lower middle class--if we follow Wrich 
Frommii the judgment that the lower middle 
cliss (where most of us come from? )is the most 
retrograde of all the strata. So it appears that 
those who shoot capitalists are more middle 
class than those whom they shoot. Another 
testament(if the definitions hold)of the futility 
of violence. 

The subject matter, in the WAP workers' 
demonstration of local autonomy in WAP, de¬ 
monstrates preoccupations which are allien to 
an-archy. In the WAP(newsletter)Workers' 
example, party member s in Crabtree Tasmania 
are into recalling "their mayor". Firstly, an¬ 
archists don't have a mayor because they doh't 
have a govt. Secondly, an-archists cannot be 
into recall,because an-archistactivity is tode- 
stroy the possibility of recall by getting rid of 
the whole structure of laws (govt )which spells 
out recall. An-archists do not seek divorces 
from governors because they are not married 
to govt in the first place. WAP newsletter wor - 
kers do not understand this, that is why their 
party is political, not "anti -political". There - 
fore WAP, as a party, is incompatible with an¬ 
archist concept. Everytime th«electoral issue 
comes up, WAP newsletter workers demonstrat 
that they don't know what to do about it except to 
do the wrong thing. And therefore, the neutral 
and vapid definition that WAP workers give for 
"party" is a treacherous piece of ambiguity. 

In practice (elector al practice jvapidity is re- 
placedby error. SRAF can never have a coher¬ 
ent in-archistprofile as long as WAPis hang¬ 
ing in there.

ture. For us, this can only mean the maximi¬ 
zation of freedom through the elimination of 
all forms of domination by one per son, or 
group of persons, over others--the abolition 
of alienation through the conscious creation of 
a self-managed stateless society. 

Tous self-management is not the right to 
engage in partial control of one's own aliena¬ 
tion through the "management" of a workplace 
which rdtains work in the authoritarian and 
pointless forms in which it exists today, nor isj 
it the management of a workplace which is 
"owned" by an agent distinct from those who 
labor at its base and who inhabit the community 
of which it is a part, whether that agent be an 
individual or a party purporting.to speak in the 
name of the people. As self-management is 
the realisation in one's daily life of the needs 
and desires of the "self becoming conscious". 
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it cannot co -exist with the nuclear family, with 
sexual rote distinctions, or with dpmip&n^e and 
submission in any form. The viability of self—- = 
sufficiency corresponds to the exigency of an 
economy that is notbased on the blood and toil of 
peoples in the Third World countries. Its impli¬ 
cations for a revolutionary movement are enor¬ 
mous. Not only need people suffer no longer 
from lack of vital necessities, but the need for a 
"transitional stage" in the traditional sense 
from capitalism to a classless anarchist society 
is rendered obsolete. The development of a po¬ 
tentially liberatory technology means that work 
need no longer be synonymous with oppression. 

With the objective technological means at 
hand, subjectivity, "the question of conscious - 
ness",assumesparamountimportance. A self- 
managed society can onlybe achievedbyindivi- 
duals capable 6f self-management, a simple 
tautology whose realisation is impeded by the 
psychic legacy of centures of sexual and hierar¬ 
chical domination. This calls for a new and wid¬ 
er under standing of the class struggle: the pro¬ 
letariat, interpreted a.8 all those who lack con¬ 
trol over their own lives, is not the clas s of the 
developing economy in the sense the bourgeoisie 
was. Rather it is the class of developing con¬ 
sciousness. Thus, "the highestform of class 
consciousness becomes self consciousness" 
and the goal of revolution the total transforma - 
tion of daily life. "The world already possesses 
in the form of a dream a reality of which it need 
only become conscious in order to obtain it. " ; 

This realistic dr earn of the future need not 
blind us to the realities of the present. We are 
not interested in developing a dogma and passing 
abstract judgment from the lofty throne of an 
imagined ideological superiority. We do not 
"stand aloof in giant ignorance" from move - 
ments for social change, but rdalise that the un¬ 
folding dialectic of the revolutionary process 
encompasses a myriad of struggles any number 
of which could be seen out of the context of the 
entirety of this process as fragmentary or par¬ 
tial. To those who have control over not a sin¬ 
gle facet of their lives even the most fragmented 
or partial vision of liberation can be "revolu - 
tionary" and we support all peoples who are ac¬ 
tively engaged in the struggle for self-determi¬ 


nation. We seek the development of a crea¬ 
tive revolutionary theory based on and in 
turn conditioning an evolving revolution¬ 
ary practice, a task which involves every¬ 
one, and we welcome communication from 
all who would joinus as comrades.

BROCKTON, MASSACHUSETTS: 

Fellow workers: For those interested, here 
are some further revelations by the "highest 
human probability of truth": last summer, 
about the time Watergate was at its hottest, 
an E. european astronomer, Kohoutek, was 
alleged to have discovered a comet. HiS 
american colleqgues, who needed some - 
thing about that time to take their rtiihds off 
black holes and political agony,' promptly 
pr edicted that comet Kohoutek would be 
more conspicuous than HaUfey 1 s comet, 
brighter even than the full moonfcome out 
with me, my de arie -o, neath the old c omet - 
light'). As things turned out, lam not even 
sure if there was such a thing a s Kohoutek, 
because it was never visible to the naked 
eye. (The lower limit of naked-eye visibi¬ 
lity is about magnitude +6. The full moon 
is about magnitude -10. This means that the 
observedbrightness of the comet was less 
than 1/10,000 of the predicted value, or a 
%age of error of about one million.) If we 
can't get any nearer to the truth than that, 
we must all be morons, a thing which I refus e 
to credit, against the evidence, of course. 

About the time the alleged comet popped 
out, a local tvmeteorologistremarked that 
considering the ragging weathermen all get, 
he took a certain perverse pleasure in seeing 
another sector of the scientific community 
get egg on their faces. He had reason to be 
perverse, for on the extensive snow- and 
ice-storms we had then he was not right once. 

But all this is gossip. Let's get down to 
theory. Thi s time I wish to expose physics 
and chemistry especially from the point 6f 
view of limits. Like all these matters, the 
concept 6f a limit in calculus is hard to ex¬ 
plain clearly in a short space. In'any case, 

I shall do my best. Suppose you are a physicii 
and you are graphing distance travelled by a 
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i projectile against time. Now, the geometrical 
• tangent to the graphed curve you get has a nu¬ 
merical counterpart, the slope of the curve 
given by rise over run or dx/dt. This is impor - 
tant, because it is the speed of the projectile. 

(If the object travelled 15 miles in a half hour, 
rise/run gives a velocity of 30mph.) But if, as 
in our case, the speed varies over time so that 
the graph is nota straight-line segmentbuta 
curve, the following difficulty arises: now the 
curve, the secant to it and the tangent, far from 
coinciding as with the straight line, are differ - 
ent. Inparticular, for a given time-point on the 
curve, the secant whofce slope approximates the 
velocity and the tangent whose slope is exactly 
the velocity coincide onlyfor rise=dx=0 and 
run-dt 0. Now, 0/0 has no legitimate value. 
i So it becomes necessary to take the value of the 
: secant's slope as the rate or velocity and say 
" that it differs from the true value by less than 
any preassigned tolerance. 

Now, since this works perfectly well in 
practice, why not accept it ? My answer is that 
f this coneept is justanother manifestation of the 
empirical mind with all its crude inexactness 
which we may well not be obliged to accept. The 
theory is flawed! It says, if dt=0, dx/dt fetill has 
i a calculable value. But if we take this on its 
face, all of algebra ndlogic mustbe undone! 

Bob Wilsonls commentabout a generalized 
theory("P^')seems tome to gloss over the real 
conflicts in science. For example, contemp. 
theory of evolution does not generalize from 
the conflicting views of Darwin(growthby strug- 
gle )and Lamarck(growthby volition). In the US, 
it takes over Darwin virtually entire; in the SU, 
it does the same for Lamarck. The case is 
much the same with Freud and Pavlov. 

Of course, no one has a method giving per¬ 
fect certainty as yet. Butifwe stayonthebrou- 
geois, English, so-called scientific track we 
will haver get it. I'd like to directthe attention 
of potential inquirers to the rationalistic me- 
iiod of Leibniz and, to a les ser extent, Noam 
Chomsky. This method is deterministic, arguet 
:rom the structure of rational thought to the 
■ world, and posits a universal demonstrability 
; nthe world. "Nothing exists without a reason" 
s its motto. 


So much for Science and Method. I'd 
just addbefore closing that I really sym¬ 
pathize with Tyrone Walls; I think the treat¬ 
ment accorded him by the house orthodox was 
itself not voy much in keeping with anarchistic 
ethics. Women are more interested in sexual 
stability than men, and I don'tthink there's 
something wrimg with a man who says so. If 
this keeps up, and SRAFers are influential in 
the next Revolution, probably SRAFreedom 
will consist of a more -than-50-year Dictator¬ 
ship of the Anarchs. My frank appraisal 6f all 
this right now is that we all need anarchy and I 
in particular need the SRAF -Bull, but nonethe - 
less something appears to be wrong. Ihope 
fwBumpas isn't laughing at me for my naivete.

Dear SRAFeds: Sen. William Saxbe, the Ohio 
Republican, expressedhis concernin.early 
September aboutthe trend in US politics.) He 
said he was tortured with the idea that the.na - 
tional revulsion over Watergate will turn the 
country away from moderate conservatism 
and the levers of power will soon be back in the 
hands of t'the misery lobby and the socail 
planners". 

Sem Saxbe need not be concerned. In fact, 
he misreads the liberals. In the antagonism 
toward Nixon, this writer has yet to see one 
liberal use as his base the program upon which 
Nixon wonhis overwhelming victory. No one 
has come forth stating Sen. McGovern's $1000 
a head welfare is a good idea after all; there is 
no new cry for a Marshall Plan for the cities, 
and only someone with his head in the sand be - 
lieves wage and price controls halts inflation. 

This isn't surprising. The effort of the li¬ 
berals, of course, was to promote dependence; 
the belief being that if all people could be made 
to stand in line and wait for their partidular 
handout, utopia would result. 

Those parents who didn't want their child - 
renbused to the next county prior to Watergate 
are not now petitioning for buses. Nor does the 
disgust with official lawbreaking mean the pub - 
lie will now turn away from "law and order" as 
an issue. 

This doesn't mean that Republicans haven't 
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been hirt by Watergate. The GOP may well lose 
many House and Senate seats in 19 74 and the an¬ 
nounced retirement of many Republicans demon 
strates thatthey also read the signs. 

But this doesn't mean that the pendulum that 
appeared to sweep away from liberalism has 
suddenly stopped mpving. Politicians ofboth 
parties recognize that Watergate is a scandal of 
means 1 nOtdnds, ' By,a 60 to 40 margin the elec- 
torate'hhdse active conservatism over orthodox 
liberalism and to demonstrate the pendulum has 
not stopped. Sen. Howard Baker, a moderate 
conservative, wa s beating Sen. Kennedy in trial 
heats and even Agnew was rising in popularity. 

The point is that the overwhelming majority 
of the populace is not liberal. Thus, it is only by 
means of the leastdemocratic institutions that 
liberal ideas can be made law. Liberals cherisl 
dependence and thus promote concepts to make 
everyone dependent. However, because the pub 
lie is conservative, liberals mu3t use bureaucra 
tic means toprombte this dependence. 

The hostility toward Nixon, therefore, is a 
hostility toward a bureaucracy that was es sen- 
tial for* promoting liberalism. That the object 
of this hostility is aconservative hides the issue 
that whatthe system desires to remove is the 
emphasis on the ends promotedby the liberals 
and shift the emphasis onto means. The Demo¬ 
cratic Party thus becomes rebornas a party 
concerned with means rather than ends. The 
result will be that a Democratic president, sup¬ 
ported by liberals, reborn through Watergate, 
can again be elected in 1976. And if the interna¬ 
tional situation deteriorates further, a party 
thatpromotes dependence maybe essential 
for new ends.

Its 
basic weakness in plot and characterization is 
more than made up for by the exciting idea zt its 
cor e, namely that if an unlimited amount of pow¬ 
er were distributed in the hands of all people, 
we could pluck the flower freedom and safety 
out of the balance of terror. Bulwer-Lyttoiz. 
hundred years ago could only speak theoreti¬ 
cally about such a pos sibility,.but now today 
that an extraordinarily cheap weapon of mass 
de struction fa r more potent than ar y nuclee r 
weapons systemhas been developed, in this coun¬ 
try , 6 people (if neces sary )cohld readily dis - 
pose of 6 million aggressors. Butnoaggressor 
could use this weapon for his own gain without 
the a In® st certain risk of similar treatment. 
Thus everyone would walk on eggs and be most 
careful not to exploit or give anyone any cause 
for grievance. That is why no govt in the world 
dare openly discuss this weapon; for justas 
feudalism fell with the deFeldpment of firearms 
so would the possibility of govtal control dis¬ 
appear entirely with this extraordinary techni¬ 
cal breakthru which is behind the end of the cold 
war and Nixon's recent chumminess with Erezh 
nev nd Mao Tee-tung. However, since lam a 
non-violent anarchist, it would be most irr es - 
ponsible for me to revela the nature of this de - 
velopment, sincel like my fellow human be: ngs

Of course by making most 
people "superfluous" thru invoking artificial 
scarcities, any of our genocide machinesmis- 
called govts, can nudge the re st of us down the 
well greased slide to extinction; the way of the 
Shakers. As Professor Schaar points out in 
his machiavellian study on "Power and Purity" 

"... We have built a civilization of great 
pc wer for a few and much comfort for many. 

The price is now clear: anunlivable world; a 
huge jioplation, most of whom are simply su¬ 
perfluous, whose creative and productive ca¬ 
pabilities are not needed for the maintenance 
of the syfetem. The necessary work of this so¬ 
ciety could be done perhaps by 25 or 30 million 
people. The old, the young’, the black, the poorly

Yet suppose we raise much 
brighter children than the average by our per ¬ 
sonally undertaking all their formal education, 
and tike William Godwin refise to submit the 
minds and bodies of our offspring to the mind- 
murdering institutions of the genocide machine, 
the state schools? Again, as didGodwin, I am 
sure we would find quite a different result. 

By providing the children of anarchists with 
an active environment combined with early edu - 
cation(especially from thetime of birth to the 
age 6f 6),'all 6f ou r kids Willbe much brighter 
than average and not a few will be geniuses or 
near gehiuses able tobothassist themselves *nd 
the less gifted out of the genocide machine 1 s 
well-laid ecological trap. WilliamGodwin 
WhoWed how to raise a child of exceptional talent 
by applying his educational ideas to raising Mary 
Wollstonecrift who was later to outshine her 
father in popularity with her novel "Franken¬ 
stein" ..ndas a pioneer in women's liberation. 

The evidence that genibs can be manufac - 
tured, rfether Ihanborn, is found in the early 
childhood upbringing of Karl Witte's son(Witte, 
an Austrian clergyman, had apparently read 
GOdWin's fheories on education), JohnStuart 
Mill, LbrdKelvin, andNorbert Weiner of cyber- 


neither fromSummerhillian neglect nor 
state repression. However the products of 
genius canbe used for the benefit of all ra - 
ther than the few once we are liberated from 
some of the popular myths concerning genius. 
Our Prometheans will come if we create them 
and do notpassively await them! 

As an evolutioanry anarchist and a teacher 
lurge other evolutionary anarchists and tea - 
chers to raise as many "super -kids" of their 
own as they can, R. Ansa y and the genocide 
machine notwithstanding. If some of the an¬ 
archist communes would get off their anti- 
intellectual and anti -thinking emotional binge 
trips, they just might be able to raise a crop of 
really bright and beautiful youngsters instead 
of the handful of retarded neurotics that Ihave 
seen. Parents are potentially the best rather 
than the worst teachers, and ideally should be 
the first teachers.

payfor a-bundle of each is sue averaging 100 
copies. If the cost of production ^mailing is 
10^ per copy, that is $10 per issue(monthly, 
quarterly, or whatever the production schedule 
is). We here in Mtn. View will distribute 200 
copies of eachissue on sucha plan. If we all 
average 100 copies for each SRAF group, there 
is 2000 paid circulation already. And local 
groups can use this publication as a source of 
some income, or just distribute it for free, as 
they wish. 

Inaddition, we canask all SRAFeds to 
commit themselves to create a press fundby 
donating, say, 25£ or maybe 50£ per month to 
this fund. Some definite figure. Then each 
member who contributes to the press fundrcv 
ceives a bundle of 5 or 10 copies of each issue. 
This might realistically add another 500 or so 
to the circulation. Then each SRA Fed should 
be sent a free subscription as a benefit of mem¬ 
ber ship in the federation, but encouraged to 
dpnate tO'the press fund. A certain number of 
samples eachissue should be sentout. Within 
a short time on a plan such as this, the circula¬ 
tion could reach anywhere from 3000 to 4000 if 
the journal jis well produced. I think we have 
the talent and ability. The only question is 
energy. __ -

Seattle will be willing to take a turn at produc¬ 
tion.

Now all it takes to get the project off the 
ground is for those who ar e willing to volun¬ 
teer to help distribute and pay for it. A lar ge 
commitment is not needed from any one groups 
or individual, since we are comparatively nu¬ 
merous now, compared to a year or 2 ago. A 
group needs to volunteer to c ompile, edit, & 
layoutthe first 3 or 4 issues and send,by air 
mail, the camera ready copy to us.
